He returned to the witness 
stand today to testify against 
three more accused members of 
the atomic spy ring for Russia— 
Julius Rosenberg, 32 years old, 
his wife. Ethel, 35. and Morton 


Sobell, 33, a radar engineer. The 
three, if convicted of the wartime 
espionage, face possible execution. 

Gold, now serving a 30-year 
prison sentence for his confessed 
part in the plot, testified yester- 
day that“he was the contact-man 
between the Russian boss of the 
spy ring and atomic-bomb sources. 

Gold said that “very valuable” 
atom bomb secrets filched by a 
spy ring in the United States in 
1945 were “sent immediately” to 
Russia. 

Advance Notice of Test. 

Gold said British scientist 
Klaus Fuchs gave him a one- 
month advance notice on the ex- 
plosion of the first atomic bomb 
in a New Mexico desert in 1945. 
Gold said he promptly handed 
over that information to Anatoli 
A. Yakovlev, former clerk in the 
Soviet consulate here. 

Confessed spy Army Sgt. David 
Greenglass, brother-in-law of 
Rosenberg, was another of his Los 
Alamos (N. M.) sources, Gold said. 
' He said he used Rosenberg’s 
Mame as a password in making 
contact with Greenglass in 1945 
to get other atomic bomb details 
for the Soviet Union. 

Like Gold, Fuchs pleaded guilty 
to espionage and has been sent to 
prison. 
he too was a spy and is awaiting 
sentence. # 

Yakoviey, named as a defendant 
in the indictment against the Ros- 
enbergs and Sobell, fled the coun- 
try in 1946 before authorities got 
on his trail.

525,000 cut in next year's budget 
of the Treasury and Post Office 
departments. 


That represents a reduction of 
about 1.3 per cent under the 
amount President Truman asked 
for the two departments for the 
fiscal year starting July 1. 

The committee asked the House 
to cut that much from the 
$2,958.125,000 requested, applying 
$11,151,000 of the reduction to 
the Treasury's request for $597,- 
251,000 and $25,374,000 to the 
$2.360.874,000 sought for the Post 
Office Department. 

House te Debate It Tuesday. 

The bill will be debated by the 
It is the 
first of the departmental budget 
bills to be presented this year. 
The Appropriations Committee 
abandoned last year's system of 
lumping the entire federal budget 
in a single measure. 

Compared with this year's ap- 
propriations for the two depart- 
ments, the bill's total represents 
a cut of $88,021,800. 

In addition to the cash in the 
bill, there is provided for the 
Treasury approximately $11,500,- 
000,000 in so-called permanent 
appropriations and trust funds, 
the largest of which is $5,800,000.- 
000 for interest on the national 
debt. 

The committee approved the 
full $15,834,134 requested for 
printing of new currency. It 
noted that the supply of $1 bills 
has reached a dangerous low. 
Revenue Bureau Fund Trimmed. 

The committee cut $3,500,000 
from funds requested for the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau, leaving it 
$252,008,000. It provided no 
funds for new personnel and 
chided the bureau for having de- 
ferred the employment of new 
personnel for which funds were 
provided in the present year. 

The full $647,000 requested by 

the Secret Service for the White 
House police force was approved. 
The committee noted that esti- 
mated postal revenues of $1,839,- 
500,000 would leave the depart- 
ment a 1952 deficit of approx- 
imately $500,000,000. Part of this 
deficit, the committee said, may 
be cut by proposed postal rate 
increases. 
The committee said the depart- 
ment is “dragging its feet when 
it comes to the installation of 
modern mechanical equipment” 
in its large city offices. 


4 HOWITZERS FIRE 
92 TONS IN 9 DAYS 
TO BREAK RED TRAP 


WITH AMERICAN PARA- 
TROOPERS, Korea, March 16 

(UP)—A hitherto secret report 
today told the story of the four 
most overworked howitzers in the 
United States Army and the men 
behind them.

World’s Most Powerful. 

The new American Navy—un- 
less there is total war—will not be 
anywhere near the giant force we 
had in 1945. But it still will be 
the most powerful Navy in the 
world. 

Navy men say they never could 
have done the job so fast if the 
Korean war had not come when 
it did. “In another year,” one of- 
ficer said, “we couldn't have come 
back so fast.” 

Demobilization and economy 
cut-backs after 1945 squeezed the 
Navy's operating strength to a 
low point. The actual fighting 
strength was much lower than the 


number of ships afloat would in- | 


dicate—because they were manned 
by skeleton crews which could 
not have taken them into combat.

Mr. Olds Replies 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Permit me to enter a protest against 
your editorial of Feb. 25, entitled 
“Birthday Wish for U. S. Steel.” In 
my opinion, it was based upon such a 
palpable distortion of the facts that, 
had it appeared in a paper of lesser 
reputation than the Post-Dispatch, I 
should have questioned seriously the 
intellectual integrity and purpose of the 
author. 

Using convenient quotes from Mr. 
Charles E. Wilson of General Motors, 
you attack U. S. Steel on the grounds 
that the American steel industry has 
expanded its capacity only eight times 
since 1900 (Mr. Wilson should have said 
“approximately five times’) while the 
production of oil has been expanded 30 
times, clectric power 70 times, and 
automobiles about 2000 times. 

Surely the fallacy of this comparison 
must have been as evident to you as I 
suspect it was to Mr. Wilson. In 1900, 
the electric light was a novelty, the 
automobile was a curiosity and the 
principal product of the oil industry 
was kerosene for the lamps that lighted 
millions of American homes. Steel, on 
the contrary, was already established as 
a huge, mass-production industry, with 
a capacity of 20,000,000 tons per year. 

So if, in an effort to escape your edi- 
torial displeasure, the steel industry 
had expanded that capacity 2000 times 
in the past 50 years, it would now be 
equipped to produce in one year all the 
steel that America could use in four 
centuries at present rates of consump- 
tion. Of what advantage this would be 
to anyone, I cannot imagine. 

Typical of the deception which per- 
meated your entire editorial, however, 
was one paragraph in which you went 
back 32 years to find the basis for an 
attack upon U. S. Steel’s labor policy. 
You said: 

“When the AFL tried ,to organize 
U. S. Steel after World War I, Judge 
Gary, chairman of the board, de- 
nounced the union on the ground that 
its aims were ‘the closed shop, Soviets 
and the forcible distribution of prop- 
erty,’ ”’ 

Perhaps your readers would have 
been better qualified to evaluate the 
accuracy of Judge Gary’s statement if 
you had told them honestly that the 
steel strike to which you refer was or- 

ganized and led by one William Z. 
Foster. You are fully aware of the fact 
“that Mr. Foster has been an official of 
the Communist party since 1921, and 
its national chairman since 1932. 

You know of his public declaration 
that, in the event of war between Rus- 
sia and the United States, he would op- 
pose the United States. You know that 
he is now under federal indictment on 
charges of conspiring to teach the over- 
throw of the American government by 
force and violence, and that he has 
thus far. escaped trial on the plea of 
iliness. In short, you know that his 
aims have always been exactly what 
Judge Gary said they were in 1919. 

Perhaps your readers will wonder, as 
I do, why you failed to inform them of 
these facts. Perhaps they may also 
wonder, as I do, why you chose to at- 
tack the labor policy of U. S. Steel 
when U. S. Steel was—as of course you 
know—the first company in the steel 
industry to recognize and sign a con- 
tract with the CIO Steelworkers’ Union. 

It seems to me, especially in these 
troubled times, that honest, reasoned, 
factual criticism is an important and 
patriotic contribution to our national 
defense; but surely, blind denunciation, 
perversion of facts. and the spreading 
of misinformation can only impair and 
prevent true public understanding of 
the issues that confront us. 
opinion your attack on U. S. Steel wag 
unfair, unwarranted and unworthy of/a 
great crusading newspaper. :

The Hiss case is tragedy piled on tragedy. It 
is tragedy for its central figure, tragedy for the 
group of notable citizens who vouched for him, 
tragedy in its impact on the country as a whole. 

The convicted perjurer, still a relatively young 
man, distinguished himself as a student at Johns 
Hopkins. He was so outstanding at the Harvard 
Law School that he became law clerk to the 
great Justice Holmes. He was a presidential 
adviser at Yalta. He was secretary general of 
the U.N. charter eonference at San Francisco. 
After holding a series of State Department posts, 
he was chosen president of the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace. 

a . . 

Three years ago this brilliant career came 
under devastating attack. Whittaker Chambers, a 
confessed former Communist spy courier, 
charged that in 1935 Hiss fed him secret docu- 
ments out of the State Department for trans- 
mission to Russia. There followed an amazing 
series of developments, topped off finally by 
Chambers’ production of microfilm evidence 
from a hollowed-out pumpkin on his farm. 

Reluctant to trust g character so dubious and 
shifty as Chambers and naturally disposed to 
believe Hiss innocent until proved guilty, Ameri- 
cans generally tried to keep an open mind. 
Soon, however, the case became embroiled in 
politics. On one side, the House Un-American 
Activities Committee exploited it to the full. On 
the other, President Truman dismissed the 
House spy hunt as a “red herring.” 

Eventually Hiss was indicted on two counts of 
lying to a federal grand jury in New York in 
1948. He was tried at length twice. The first 
time the jury could not agree and some jurors 
charged that the Judge favored Hiss. The sec- 
ond time he was quickly convicted. Throughout, 
he continued to declare his innocence, but now 
after his many days in court he stands at the 
prison door. 

A greater tragedy than that of the individual 
is the tragedy which the case has been to Hiss’ 
longtime friends. Secretary of State Acheson 
said: “I will not turn my back on Alger Hiss.” 
Supreme Court Justices Reed and Frankfurter, 
the latter a former teacher of Hiss, went so far 
as to appear in trial court in New York as char- 
acter witnesses. John Foster Dulles, who recom- 
mended Hiss for the Carnegie Endowment presi- 
dency, and others, must have spent sleepless 
nights over the case. 

. - . 

Yet there is a still greater tragedy. That 
tragedy is the effect on the American people. 
For in the hands of Senator McCarthy and his 
colleagues, the Hiss case becomes the basis for 
much more than it is in itself. They take testi- 
mony with reference to prewar 1935 and apply it 
broadly today. They take the conviction of one 
man and make it the basis of a nation-wide cam- 
paign of doubt which goes on endlessly. 

The Hiss case serves to perfection the Mce- 
Carthy technique of guilt by association. ‘The 
central figure, his connections, his friends, the 
end result—all are made to order. From them, 
uncertainty is raised, fear is created. There is 
one Hiss case. So there must be Hiss cases 
behind every tree. The McCarthyites hope to 
obscure the sound principle that each charge 
should be judged on its own facts and in its own 
context. They rely on noisy reiteration. They 
believe that if they say something often enough 
almost everyone will come to believe it. 

Where the McCarthy tactics, if allowed to run 
on unchecked, may lead the United States, no 
one can possibly know. Yet this much is as 
sure as the night that follows day: if McCarthy- 
ism can make one Hiss case into 1000, our na- 
tion will be far different from the land of good 
will and mutual trust which our fathers handed 
down to us. 

This is the compounded tragedy of the case of 
Alger Hiss. 
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Bach Festival for Easter 

The joint performance by the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra and the St. Louis Bach Choir 
of two Easter programs, chosen from Sebastian 
Bach's greatest music, promises to be an artistic 
event of the first importance. It should also be 
designated as a notable civic event since both 
organizations are involved deeply and signifi- 
cantly in the life of the community. Now they 
have joined forces for the first time in prepar- 
ing Bach’s St. John Passion and other music 
associated with the Easter season. 

Music lovers should not be asked to suffer 
indifferent performances of unimportant works 
merely for reasons of local pride, But when 
they have every prospect of hearing perform- 
ances of a superior quality, the local association 
should at least provide an additional incentive. 

The history of the Bach Choir under William 
B. Heyne has been short; but its reputation in 
its special field is now nation-wide. With the 
support of the Symphony Orchestra it should 
add another bright page from its own annals to 
that of the city’s musical achievements. 
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Eric Johnston Needs Help 


The fight against inflation is not a one-man 
job. It cannot be won by a divided Administra- 
tion which is not really sure that it wants to 
stabilize. It cannot be won when Cabinet mem- 
bers representing particular economic groups 
lobby for their “constituents” rather than for 
the commanding general objective of a stable 
economy. It cannot be won without the fullest 
backing of President Truman. 

This is what Eric Johnston told a meeting of 
the Defense Mobilization Board, and every word 
of it was justified. The entire anti-inflation pro- 
gram, which is of crucial importance to a suc- 
eessful defense program, is endangered by dis- 
unity at the top. Strong and positive leader- 
ship, leadership that earns general public confi- 
dence, is needed to save it. 

Defense Secretary Marshall put his finger on 
the key factor when, backing up Mr. Johnston, 
he said that soaring prices are increasing the 
cost of defense, impairing morale, and jeopar- 
dizing mobilization. 

If there were any certainty that the Adminis- 
tration implacably intended to bring prices 
under control, a great many other problems 
would immediately become soluble. Labor's 
demand for a cost-of-living adjustment in the 
wage formula, for example, would become aca- 
demic if prices were really held. 

It is the fear that prices will mot be held that 
impels the unions to demand protection against 
continued rises in the cost of living. It is the 
suspicion that all other prices are going up that

Louis public schools conducted in a more busi- 
nesslike way. 

This requires the adoption of the so-called 
unit control bill, and the measure is being tied 
up by a cabal of rural legislators. Why they 
should be hostile we can’t quite understand.

It must be said that five board members ‘had 
lined up against the change, and that it took 
quite a bit of pressure from the Parent-Teacher 
Association, the League of Women Voters, the 
Citizens School Improvement Committee and 
similar groups to get three of these opponents 
aboard the bandwagon. Two members, Charles 
J. Dyer and William Schumacher, resisted pub- 
lic opinion to the bitter end. 

But the legislators ought to know better than 
to look to these people for guidance. They 
should know that the sentiments of Board Presi- 
dent Will Schwer and such members as Oscar 
Ehrhardt and H. M. Stolar reflect the real de- 
sire of the community. If they have any doubt 
about this, let them give a little more thought 
to the testimony of the representatives of St. 
Louis civic organizations who already have ap- 
peared before the Senate’s Education Committee. 

Senator Chamier of Moberly, Senator Noble 
of Kennett and Senator Gilmore of Benton seem 
especially ready to raise false issues in connec- 
tion with the unit control bill. They claim to 
feel that it would be an abdication of authority 
by the elected school board membefs, and they 
want to know why St. Louis does not go all the 
way and get rid of the board. Such talk is 
humbug. 

Unified administration of routine school af- 
fairs under a single superintendent would get 
rid of the conflicts of authority which now con- 
fuse our educational system. It would not inter- 
fere with the board’s policy-making. This re- 
form has been recommended time and again, 
and we believe its advantages are clear enough 
to be seen by any legislator. 

So we cannot help feeling that objections to 
the bill are political. To overcome them, it may 
be necessary for St. Louis to make very clear to 
its own delegation in Jefferson City just what it 
wants. The campaign has shifted from the 
Board of Education to the Legislature. But the 
victory achieved on the local level also can be 
won on the state level. 

In the end, the Legislature cannot stand be- 


tween the people of St. Louis and their desire to. 


create a more efficient system for the education 
of the children of St. Louis.

The price and wage “freeze”—if that is 
the correct term—overshadows other de- 
velopments in business. What has finally 
brought general ceilings into effect is the 
feeling that the inflationary forces were 
steadily gaining ground, and that some- 
thing direct, drastic and dramatic had to 
be done about it. 

Prices, which reached new all-time peaks 
before the end of 1950, continued to rise, 
carrying the wholesale price index 14 per 
cent above the pre-Korean level. 


Wage increases moved around the circle. 
In December, the average wage in manu- 
facturing was $1.54 an hour, up 9 cents 
or 6 per cent since June, and $64.15 a 
week, up $5.30 or 9 per cent, 

The cost of living (consumers’ price in- 
dex of the Bureau of Labor Statistics) in 
December was 4.8 per cent above last 
June and doubtless has risen further since. 

Price control problems are complicated 
by the fact that under the terms of the 
Defense Production Act ceilings cannot be 
placed on agricultural products at less 
than (1) the current “parity” or (2) the 
pre-Korean price, whichever is higher. 
This compels the exemption from the 
blanket order of most farm products, the 
exceptions being wool, mohair, cotton, 
beef, lamb and pork, cottonseed, flue- 
cured tobacco, rice and prunes. 


Prices and Escalators 


Prices of meat animals, being above 
parity, could be frozen under the law but 
the decision is to place the ceilings on 
meat directly. Livestock prices, therefore, 
are indirectly frozen. But feedstuffs are 
free to advance, and the livestock indus- 
try thus can be “squeezed.” 

Grains, dairy products, most types of 
tobacco, and fruits and vegetables are free 
to rise, and if they do, the processed 
ate made from them will have to rise, 
d — , 


Because of these statutory provisions

The labor unions, who were equally rep- 
resented with employers and the public 
on the nine-man Wage Stabilization Board, 
have made their attitude plain.

including the black markets, the disrup- 
tion of distribution, the displacément of 
familiar products and lines by few “up- 
graded” products at higher prices, and the 
disorder and waste, are within memory. 
In the end, the price rise was not avoided, 
but deferred to the 1946-48 period. 


In summary, there are two types of lim- 
itations on the efficacy of ceilings. One is 
that the economy does not function well 
when prices and wages are not free to 
change, for they are the guides which 
normally direct enterprise, govern the dis- 
tribution of resources, balance supply and 
demand, permit the clearing of the mar- 
kets, and thus keep the producing and 
distributing organization in working order. 


The second limitation is in the statu- 
tory exemption of commodities with a ma- 
jor influence upon the cost of living; and 
probably also in loopholes in the wage 
stabilization program. 


They Force Restraint 


By reason of these two limitations, few 
can expect price and wage controls to have 
more than partial success, or to be toler- 
abie for more than a limited, although 
uncertain, time. They have two virtues. 


One is that they enforce restraint. where 
restraint ofherwise would be lacking. Sec- 
ond, by so doing they gain valuable time 
for a more fruitful attack on the basic 
causes of inflation. They help hold the 
line while the measures already taken to 
contain inflationary pressures at their 
source have time to exert their full effect, 
and pending adoption of new and stronger 
measures. 

The need now is to use the time gained 
to advantage. If the evils of continuing 


inflation are to be escaped, the chief re- ‘ 


liance must be on measures to increase 
production and saving and reduce spend- 
ing. Such measures include government 
economy at all levels—federal, state and 
local—and personal restraint. They in- 
clude heavier taxation to absorb the ex- 
cess of income now available for spend- 
ing, and to turn the money into the Treas- 
ury to pay for the defense effort. 


Plug Up the Loopholes 


In the end, the success of price and 
wage control measures will depend on 
such basic policies. Unless total spending 
can be held in line with the goods avail- 
able, the pressures will find their way 
through the loopholes of the controls.

tell you, although+the old-timer 
considers it simple. 

Usually a club has not more 
than five signs. Ordinarily the 
manager decides questions of 
strategy and he will have a sys- 
tem of signs to let the coaches 
know what he wants to do. In 
most haseball operations the 
third base coach flashes the 
sign to the batter or the base 
runner, even if the runner is 
across the diamond at first base. 
The first base coach, of course, 
knows the signs, too, and he will 
catch the sign from the man 
coaching at third. If the first 
base coach suspects that the 
base runner didn't get the sign, 
he may call a halt and ask the 
runner if he knows what's going 
on at the moment. 

The plays for which there are 
signs are the “hit” or “take.” 
the hit-and-run, the steal and 
the squeeze. Many managers 
don't bother with the hit-or-take 
sign except with certain batters 
or under certain circumstances. 
For instance, the experienced 
batter knows enough to wait 
for a good strike, or to pass 
up one he doesn't like, if he's 
ahead of the pitcher, two and 
nothing or three and one. But 
with impulsive batters, where 
the manager wants to make the 
opposing pitcher work as hard 
as possible, or where he knows 
the chances of a walk are good, 
he will flash the take sign. 

Hit Sign Doesn’t Mean 


Batter Has to Swing. 


HEN the hit sign is 
W flashed it means that the 

hatter is free to swing if 
he wants to try to hit the next 
pitch, but it doesn’t mean that 
he is to swing at anything he 
believes is a strike. 

“You'd be surprised, though, 
at the way some young fellows 
react to a hit sign,”’ Mike Ryba, 
the pitching and catching coach 
told us. “They'll swing at a bad 
ball. and you'll bark at them 
and they'll say, ‘Well, you had 
the hit sign out, and then you 
have to explain that a batter 
still has to wait for a good 
one.”

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y.—Gen- 
#ralissimo Juan Domingo Peron 
is taking no chances on his re- 
election as President of Argen- 
tina. 

The efforts to cripple La Pren- 
sa, greatest of all Latin Amer- 
ican newspapers, come as a warn- 
ing to those who would oppose 
him for.another six-year term. 

Although the election is 11 
months away, Peron and his po- 
litical-minded wife are getting a 
running start. The only questions 
seem to be whether she will be 
the vice presidential candidate 
and. how much he’ will win by. 

Peronistas here say that Peron 
has set a goal of 90 per cent of 
the votes, and most of them be- 
lieve he will surpass that mark. 

Anyone with the courage to run 
against him, it is obvious, lakes 
his life in his hands. There were 
more than 20 attempts on the life 
of Jose Tamborini when he op- 
posed Peron six years ago, and 
things are a lot tougher today. 

Those who are at all objective 
about the situation in Buenos 
Aires velieve that Peron will step 
in after a few more bloody riots 
and bring the situation under 
control. 

The loss of more than a month's 
publication will be expected to 
serve as a warning to La Prensa 
that it had better refrain from 
backing an opponent against the 
Caudillo. 


Hoover Discloses 
Appointment to 


That He Refused 
Senate in 1949 


Relates in Memoirs That Gov. Dewey Offered 


to Name Him—Establsihed Legal Group to 
Advise Complainants About NRA. 


NEW YORK, March 16 (AP)}— 
Herbert Hoover rejected an op- 
portunity to return to public life 
in 1949 as United States Senator 


from New York. The former Pres- | 


ident makes this disclosure in the. 
last installment of his personal 


memoirs appearing in Collier's | 


magazine. 

By 1949, Hoover had moved his 
voting. residence from California 
ta New York. 

In that year, he says, Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey “did me the 
courtesy of offering me the ap- 
point zent of United States Sena- 
tor to succeed to the unexpired 
term of Senator Robert F. Wag- 
ner,” who retired because of ill- 
ness. 

'“I felt it neeessary to refuse,” 
the 76-year-old former Chief Ex- 
ecutive says. “It was in my view 
desirable to confer the honor on 
a younger man. Moreover, I felt 
my greatest remaining service 
would be to maintain my inde- 
pendence from political harness.” 

Gov. Dewey then appointed 

John Foster Dulles to the Senate. 
Complains About NRA. 

Mr. Hoover reveals also that in 
his travels around the country 
4fter leaving the White House 
in 1933 he met many small busi- 
ness persons who complained of 
injustices in the New Deal's na- 
tional recovery act. 

The former President advised 
all of them, he says, to defy the 


unconstitutional by the courts. 

Although it contains some po- 
litical references, most of the 
last chapter of Hoover's personal 
story is devoted to humorous 
and poignant incidents which be- 
fell him as a former President. 

He recalis that in 1938 he made 
a sentimental journey to a house 
in London which he and Mrs. 
Hoover had occupied many years 
before. All he wanted to do 
was look over the home once 
again. By then it had new occu- 
pants. Being unrecognized by the 
servants, the former President of 
the United States was turned away 
at the door. 


Finnish “Sword of Truth.” 

Hoover recalls that in receiving 
an honorary degree from the Uni- 
versity of Finland in Helsinki he 
also was presented with a sword 
— “the Sword of Truth.” 

“I had been through many hon- 
orary degrees and thought I could 
manage my part successfully,” he 
says, “but the sword was a new 
feature. As I continued to hold 
it in my hand, the rector, a for- 
mer Harvard professor, said (sotto 
voice): 

“*Please put it on.’ 

“*IT (sotto voice) have no belt.’ 
“*Can't you (sotto voice) fasten 
it on your suspenders? I must 
have your two hands to take the 
oath’.” 

Mr. Hoover “moored” the sword 


NRA on the ground that it vio- 
lated the Bill of Rights. 

“As literally hundreds of ap- 
peals from such injustices came 


to me,” Hoover writes,,“I estab- 
lished a system of volunteer law- 
yers — old friends — who would 
advise. In no case did the au- 
thorities persevere against such 
a threat of exposure.”

Some Aspects of 
Wildlife Problem 


By Leonard Hall 


VERY year after the hunting and fishing séa- 

F sons are over, sportsmen foregather te discuss 
their problems. Certainly. few of the 26,000,000 
Americzns who buy hunting and fishing licenses 
would argue that no 

problems exist: on the 

contrary. each new 

season finds more and 

more of them debat- 

ing whether the game 

is worth the candle. 


The problems exist not | 


gnily for sportsmen, 
but for conservation 
commissions and wild- 
life technicians whose 
job is to “conserve” 
the fish and game at 
least to the extent of 
putting some fish in 
the lakes and streams 
and some game in the 
fields and forests to 
be pursved by the aforesaid sportsmen. These 
wildlife boys have a tough task. for theirs has 
been an expanding business over the past 20 years, 
employing an everincreasing number of well-edu- 
cated am highly trained personnel. If the sup- 
plies of game shrink too much in proportion to 
the number of rods and guns, an employment 
crisis may develop in the field. 


* . . 


THIS WILDLIFE PROBLEM has many aspects. 
None is easy to golve, nor does the solution of one 
necessarily carry the cure for the others. The 
first aspect is a matter of simple arithmetic, deaJ- 
ing with the amount of fish and game in compari- 
son with the number of hunters and fishermen. 
Closely related is the matter of advancing civiliza- 
tion which each year decreases the acres of game- 
carrying land and miles of water that will support 
game fish. Third—and do not think that this is 
unimportant—is the happy American habit of 
ballyhoo whereby, through advertising, fishing lot- 
teries and the like, any good hunting or fishing 
area open to the public is certain to be over-run 
by sportsmen in record time. This is legitimate 
and good for outfitters, lodge-keepers, guides, 
chambers of commerce and state bureaus set up to 
entice tourists. Whether it is good fo: the sports- 
men is a moot question. 


* x * 


THERE ARE OTHER ASPECTS which must be 
omitted here, except for one that is all-important. 
This deals with the matter of ‘who owns the 
wildlife’ and it affects more sportsmen in one way 
or another than all the rest put together. The 
amount of fish and game as compared with the 
number of rods and guns is, at least partially, a 
matter of seasons, bag limits, sportsmanship, and 
management. We find out everything we can 
about numbers, do everything we can to increase 
them and then regulate season and bag to take 
a legitimate harvest. We can even deal, to some 
extent, with the encroaching of civilization on our 
sport. We can legislate effectively for clean, un- 
polluted streams and lakes and see that the best 
use is made of public lands such as national for- 
ests, military reservations in time of peace and 
flood-ways along our rivers which are controlled 
hy public agencies. It's a tough job but worth 
working at overlastingly. 


* * * 


THIS LEAVES THE TOUGHEST of all prob- 
lems: Who owns the game?” There was a time 
when nobody cared, when the task was to get rid 
of a lot of it to make room for the frontier farm 
or the cattleman with his long-horned steers. We 
have a philosophy dating from those years and 
backed by out-moded legal decisions plus the com- 
forting assurance that all men are created equal, 
that wildlife is public property. 

There is no question that every American has 
an equal right to hunt on any public land of 
which, as a citizen, he is part owner. Fortunately, 
on these lands we raise most of our big game such 
as deer, elk, antelope and the like. They also 
provide no small part of our good game fishing in 
lakes and streams. In actual land area, however, 
the public domain embraces only about a fifth of 
the land surface of the United States and much of 
this is inaccessible. Another 15 per cent is taken 
up by cities and towns, highways and railroads, 
national parks and state and federal wildlife refuges 
which produce no hunting or fishing. By far the 
greatest population of our small game and game 
bird population, a goodly percentage of our water- 
fowl, and at least some of the best game fish are 
born and raised on or travel through the 65 per 
cent of lands which are privately owned. More 
than 55 per cent or 1,054,000,000 acres of this is 
agricultural land. 
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THRERE WAS A TIME when small game “just 
grew.” It is a time to which we, as sportsmen, 
are constantly harking back. It exists no longer. 
Gun pressure, crop and livestock pressure, the 
pressure of machine farming, pressure of declining 
soil fertility, all have combined to diminish the 
supply of farm-raised game. Erosion from over- 
worked land has silted in the streams. Finally, it 
must be remembered that no wildlife management 
agency has authority to in any way influence or 
control the production of game on this agricul- 
tural land except through the courtesy and volun- 
tary co-operation of the owner. It is the owner's 
right to eliminate all wildlife from his land simply 
by removing the cover and food on which it de- 
pends for existence. If, on the other hand, he 
happens to be interested in wildlife, he can pro- 
duce as much of it as he is able or can afford. 
For wildlife doesn't just happen, and the only way 
the landowner can produce it is to cultivate it as 
he does any other crop. 

This must inevitably lead to the frank facing 
of a fact which has existed for the past 20 years, 
and about which sportsmen and wildlife managers 
have been like the ostrich, hiding their heads and 
hoping the fact didn't exist. If a landowner can 
have game on his farm or not, as he pleases; if 
the decision to raise the wildlife costs him money, 
as it inevitably does: if he has the right to control 
trespass, in which the law has upheld him for 
many years; if these things exist, then wildlife 
produced on private land does not belong to the 
public.

The top discard may not be 
taken to form a sequence with 
cards from the hand. However, 
if the top discard joins directly 
to an end of a sequence you have 
already melded, and if the pack 
is not frozen, you may take the 
discard to add it to your sequence. 


A sequence of seven cards is 
known as a samba and is the 
biggest scoring meld — it gives 
you a bonus of 1500 points, in 
addition to the point values of 
the cards. A sequence may never 
consist of more than seven cards, 
and when a samba is completed, 
it is turned face down. 

Canastas count the same as in 
the regular game — 300 for a 
mixed canasta (including any wild 
card) and 500 for a natural ca- 
nasta (seven or more natural 
cards) — but in Samba, no more 
than two wild cards are ever per- 
mitted in any meld. 

Therefore, it takes five natural 
matching cards to constitute a 
“canasta base.” 


In Samba, you must have two 
canastas to go out. A samba 
ranks as a canasta for this pur- 
pose; that is, you may have two 
canastas, or two sambas, or one 
samba and one canasta, 


The new Canasta rule that you 
may not make more than one 
meld in the same rank does not 
apply in Samba. Having complet- 
ed, for example, a canasta of 
tens, you may start a new meld 
of tens and even build up an- 
other canasta of tens, since the 
big pack includes twelve cards 
of each rank.

NEW YORK, March 16. 

UT of a wellspring of mem- 
QD eres of his boyhood in Brook- 

lyn, Sam Levenson, a 30-year- 
old ex-schoolteacher, has fash- 
ioned a simple television program 
that has even the most vitriolic 
of the video critics hailing him 
as a modern Will Rogers and an- 
other Mark Twain. 

When these critics, who claim 
that looking at Milton Berle’s 
slapstick makes them break out 
in an angry rash, cover Levenson 
with extravagant praise, he grows 
slightly bewildered. He doesn't 
regard himself as a comedian, and 
he isn't in business to outclown 
Abbott and Costello or outshine 
the antics of Schnozzola Durante. 

“I think I'm a folk humorist,” 
Levenson laughs. “I tell stories, 
not jokes. I just turn the clock 
back and wander around in the 
memories of my boyhood in 
Brooklyn. I just talk about what 
I remember of the everyday haz- 
ards of family life as one of 
eight children of a poor tailor 


living in a rundown tenement. I 


guess most of my stuff is what 
you might call the humor of pov- 
erty. I talk about how you got 
19 jelly beans for a penny and 
made them last all week when I 
was a kid and how today if you 
gave a kid a penny he'd be in- 
sulted and tell you, condescend- 
ingly, ‘Pop, you need it worse 
than I do; keep it for sales tax.’” 

Levenson, the refugee from the 
blackboard circuit, is something 
of a pHenomenon in show busi- 
ness. He won a television award 
before he had his own show 
(KSD-TV at 2 p.m. Saturday). 
After only three or four per- 
formances on TV he was called 
by Jack Gould of the New York 
Times, “TV's outstanding new 
performer.” After only 10 guest 
appearances before the camera on 
assorted big name shows, he was 
offered his own program. Today 
as a TV performer he makes 
more money in one week than 
he did in a whole year while 
teaching school. 

No matter what the subject, 
Levenson’s good-natured humor 
is always in evidence. 

“When I decided to become a 
schoolteacher,” he says, “I told 
myself, ‘Levenson you _ could 
starve.’ But then I-looked at all 
sides of the question and I told 
myself, ‘Yes, Levenson, you could 
starve, but you'll starve steady.’ 
I took the job.” 

Originally Sam Levenson had 
dreamed of a career as a concert 
violinist. His mother hoped that 
one of her brood of eight might 
embrace some really fine side of 
life. 

“We were poor as_ church 
mice,”” Sam says, “but that didn’t 
keep mama from putting great 
store by culture, good cooking 
and cleanliness. I can still hear 
her saying as I started out for the 
grocery store a half block away, 
‘Sammy, first you wash your ears. 
It might be you get run over by 
the icewagon’.” 

Sam's father was a stern and 
deeply religious man who told his 
children, ‘“‘Work hard, get an edu- 
cation, free yourself.” His seven 
boys followed his advice. Two of 
them turned out to be lawyers, 
one became a doctor, another a 
dentist, one an artist, one a suc- 
cessful business man and Sam 
became a schoolteacher. 

“But when we were young, 
papa worried all the time,” Sam 
laughs. “He used to look at us 
and say, ‘Well, there’s one good 
thing about having a big family. 
There’s always the chance that 
one won't turn out like the rest.’” 

It was in the days of all the 
hullabaloo over our good-neighbor 
policy that Sam décided that per- 
haps he could serve mankind bet- 
ter by becoming a teacher of 
Spanish instead of a concert vio- 
linst. He worked his way 
through a B.A. at Brooklyn Col- 
lege and an M.A. at Columbia 
University in Spanish folklore. 
He got a job teaching Spanish 
at the Samuel J. Tilden High 
School in Brooklyn. Soon his 
humor and informality made him 
the most popular teacher in the 
school. Kids skipped their other 
classes to sit in his. He used the 
lyrics of popular rhumbas to 
teach Spanish vocabulary and 
when more stuffy pedagogues 
complained, he calmly replied: 
“They're learning words they'll 
use, not just a lot of useless stuff 
out of the grammars.” 

“Instead of that old ‘the pencil 
of my aunt is on the table of my 
sister’ routine, I had them trans- 
late into Spanish sentences like, 
‘Somebody had better get the boy- 
friend. of our sister out of the 
favorite chair of our father in the 
parlor’,” Levenson explains. “The 
sentence brought home a humor-

ous situation every family has en- 
countered at one time or anoth- 
er.” 

To his students, Levenson 
wasn't an old stick-in-the-mud 
schoolteacher; he was a kindred 
soul. He recalls with some relish 
the outcome of his one and only 
attempt to play stuffed-shirt. 

On the elevator one day he 
was greeted by a student, “Hullo, 
Levenson!” 

“Mister 
the mentor. 

“When’d YOU get married?” 
the surprised pupil asked. 

At the end of his first year of 
teaching, Levenson reviewed the 
term ina satirical paper. Re- 
sponse was so great that the 
principal handed out a copy with 
each diploma. In the summer of 
1939, Levenson went along as 
emcee with an all-teacher orches- 
tra at a Catskill resort. He got 
no salary, only free board for 
himself and his wife, Esther, a 
schooldays sweetheart whom he 
had married in 1936. The next 
summer another resort owner 
upped the bid to keep, plus $50, 
and Levenson thought about set- 
ting himself up in business as an 
entertainer as a sideline to his 
teaching. 


Levenson,” corrected 
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N no time he had doubled his 
J teaching salary by appearances 

at assorted gatherings such as 
church suppers, politieal rallies, 
conventions and women’s lunch- 
eons. Then Levenson gave up 
irregular Spanish verbs and went 
on the “club circuit.” He traveled 
all over the country telling his 
stories at club meetings, lodges, 
meetings of fraternal orders, be- 
fore any group that could raise 
the modest fee. 

Actually Sam made a comfort- 
able living on the club circuit 
but he didn’t like to travel. He 
was thinking about going back to 
teaching when word reached Ed 
Sullivan that a brand-new folk 
humorist was running around 
ioose. Sullivan promptly put 
Levenson on “Toast of the Town” 
and Sam was made. 

A few more guest shots on TV 
and Sam was offered a booking in 
a Miami Beach night club at a 
four-figure salary. Next he was 
booked, into the Capitol Theater 
in New York. Sam was the same 
success whether he was telling 
his stories before a sophisticated 
night club audi¢nce or a Satur- 
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day morning stage show with the 
audience made up mostly of kids. 
“Affirmation and identification 
are what I’m after,” he says. “If 
you get those from an audience, 
you don't need gags. I want 
humor that is true for my gen- 
eration, basic to my time. Timely 
gags and topical wisecracks fade. 
Will Rogers on politics means 
nothing today. But read him on 
raising a daughter, and it could 
have been written this morning. 
That's the stuff I’m after.” 


Levenson has an 8-year-old son, 
Conrad, whom he gently encour- 
ages to learn ta play the piano. 

“In my day,” says Levenson, 
“if I didn’t practice my music I 
didn’t eat. But today the psychol- 
ogists know everything. Today 
even Heifetz wouldn't have to 
practice. If I didn’t practice I 
was no good. If my Conrad doesn’t 
practice, he’s developing his per- 
sonality. My father gave me holes 
in the head, I give my son psy- 
chological blocks.”

“I was going to be a Cub 
Scout, too,” says Levenson, “but 
when my father found out the 
uniform cost $12, he asked me 
to resign.” 

On the subject of today’s chil- 
dren, Levenson is at his best:

(This is rubber bridge, and South 
does not care about an overtrick.) 

This is an extremely common 
sort of hand, and when such 
cases arise in actual play, average 
declarers lose out with surprising 
consistency. Seeing the opportu- 
nity to finesse and perhaps lose 
no tricks at all in hearts, their 
trump play is to the queen, and 
when the blank king makes 
against them and they later must 
concede another trick to East, 
they feel that they have been 
shabbily treated by Old Man 
Luck. Actually, however, they 
have only themselves to blame. 

The proper procedure is to cash 
the trump ace when decharer does 
not mind losing one trick in the 
suit. Trué@ it is unlikely that 
West holds the singleton king, 
but the point is that it costs nothe 
ing material to guard against this 
possibility. Shuffle the missing 
K-J-10-8 of hearts between East 
and West as you wish, and it‘will 
be found that the safety play of 
the ace cannot cost a material 
trick. Naturally, if the king does 
not fall, South returns to dummy 
and leads a second trump. toward 
his own hand, so that if East held 
K-x-x of trumps he can make only 
the king, just as he would have 
done when declarer’s first play 
was a finesse to the queen.
